health unit In the United Saes 
was organized in 1911 in Wash- 
ingon state. It was organized on 
the basic plan with all activities 
centering around the director and 
his staff of nurses and assist- 
ants. 
Full Time Unit. 
' The best type of county health 
unit for Navarro county would 
be a full time unit, Dr, Beck said 
The size of the county and ex-

both indicate the advisability of B 
fulltime unit, he explained.

Hitch-hik'ing and walk- 


ing on a highway while 
drunk may be banned in 
one state, while transporta-

Penalties for drunken driv- 
ing, medical tests to prove 
drunkenness, life-time revo- 
cation of licenses for driv- 
ing while intoxicated, are 
all up for study. One state 
approaches this problem on 
the constructive side by sug-
